Enrollment Is 616 


Latest enrollment’ figures show 
616 students registered at Hartnell 
College. This represents an increase 
of 40 students since figures were re- 
leased by Mr. Jerry Girdner, regis- 
trar, in the second week of school. 

The number of men registered 
still outnumbers the number of 
women students by 168, with the 
special students being the only clas- 
sification in which the women out- 
number the men, and that by a 55 
to 27 count. Smallest percentage 
of increase noted during this five- 
week period was in the sophomore 
class, in which only five students 
were added, to the original 177, 
with the entire increase recorded by 
men.

Insurance Covers 
Student Injuries 


Students! If you are ever in- 
jured while engaged in any of the 
curricular or extracurricular activi- 
ties of the college, notify the Ad- 
ministration Office at once! All 
student body card holders are in- 
sured by Lloyds of London because 
the cost of the policy is included in 
the price of the card, but you must 
file a report on any injury, for 
the policy to become effective. 

This plan was instituted this 
year for the benefit of the students 
of Hartnell. The groundwork for 
it was laid last year by the 1951-2 
Student Commission under the 
leadership of George Jackson, then 
student body president. The plan 
was offered to the students last year 
as an optional feature if they 
wanted to pay extra for it. It was 
then decided that the plan would 
be more effective if the cost were 
included in the price of the student 
card, 

This insurance plan is a definite 
advantage to the students, as it 
covers. any accidental injury suf- 
suffered by any student while en- 
gaged in any of the college’s cur- 
ricular or extracurricular activities, 
including athletics. The insurance 
policy will pay up to $500 for med- 
ical or surgical treatment, hospital 
confinement, the employment of a 
trained nurse, and burial expenses. 

Remember, in order to benefit 
from this policy ‘you must immedi- 
ately notify the Administration Of- 
fice in came of injury!

Street, in Salinas. Students may ob- 
tain applications at any draft board, 
whether or not it is the one with 
which they are registered. Hartnell 
is one of 1,000 testing centers in the 
country. 


To be eligible to apply for the 
college deferment test a student 
must (1) intend to request defer- 
ment as a student; (2) be satisfac- 
torily pursuing a full-time course 
of instruction; and (3) not previ- 
ously, have taken the Selective Serv- 
ice College Qualification Test. 


Approximately 190,000 of* the 
413,395 students who have taken 
the test have qualified for defer- 
ment on the basis of test scores or 
class standards. To be deferred on 
the basis of test score, the student 
must achieve a score of 70 or bet- 
ter. 


“The Student Lounge is a 
mess,” it is generally agreed by 
all members of the Associated 
Student Body Commission. In 
order to remedy this situation, 
a committee has been set up, 
with Randy Blair as chairman, 
to investigate ways and means 
of improving lounge conditions.

Police Show 
Dope to Faculty 


Members of the Salinas Police De- 
partment held a demonstration for 
the Hartnell faculty on Thursday 
affernoon, October 9, in the faculty 
meeting room. Purpose of the meet- 
ing was to familiarize the staff 
with the various recognizable signs 
and effects of marijuana. 

The police officers demonstrated 
the lasting qualities of the rugged 
weed by burning the leaves and 
having those present detect the 
strong odor which remains many 
hours after the smoking terminates. 

The police explained that the 
person who smokes this illegal drug 
loses all sense of morality and pro- 
portion, which fact causes him to 
menace society. The point was also 
made clear that it is a felony to 
have even as much as a grain of 
marijuana in one’s possession, a 
fact in itself which, if considered 
for even a moment, stated one of 
the speakers, would compel an in- 
dividual to desist from becoming 
in any way at all involved in this 
illegal activity.

At the same time numerous other 
junior colleges were submitting 
their petitions for admission to 
Delta Epsilon. Due to the increas- 
ing membership, Delta Epsilon of- 
ficials stated that junior colleges re- 
questing, acceptance at that time 
would not be admitted; but instead 
suggested that they adopt the new 
name, Alpha Delta Epsilon, which 
should apply to all junior colleges. 
Hartnell was among these. 


So started the Art-Club of Sali- 
nas Junior College. Since that time, 
the Hartnell Art Club has had

“C” Grade, or Else 


Required Since 1944 


All students of Hartnell must 
maintain at least a “C” average in 
order to remain in college. This 
rule was instituted in 1944, in an 
effort to raise the scholastic aver- 
age of the college and to maintain 
a student body whose primary in- 
terest was learning. The rule was 
not intended to place a hardship 
on the students. 

Anyone who fails to maintain a 
“C” average is immediately placed 
on probation for one semester. If 
the student then raises his grades 
to the required level he’s okay, 
but if he doesn’t he’s placed on 
even stricter probation for one more 
semester. If this period expires and 
he has failed to improve at all he 
is dropped from school; if he gets 
a “C” average he’s cleared; and 
if he improves his grades quite a 
bit without making the demanded 
average, he is given his last trial 
semester. During this semester he 
MUST get a “C” average or he is 
dropped from school. 


It is considered that if any stu- 


dent fails to make the required 
grade after all these chances he 
will be unable to get the grades 
necessary to graduate and might as 
well not waste time in college. Ev- 
ery chance is given to any student 
who really tries to make good; the 
rule is not just used as a club held 
over the students. 

The “cinch slips” which some stu- 
dents doubtless have either re- 
ceived or heard about by now are 
another warning to the failing stu- 
dent. They are issued so that no 
student will be left in ignorance of 
his standing in the case that his 
record is in danger of becoming un- 
satisfactory.

and directed by several different 
faculty members, including Mr. 
Henry Cassady. 

The original name, “The Bat- 
tery,” was kept until 1942. At that 
time the staff felt that the old title 
had become outdated, and that a 
new one should be substituted; so a 
committee consisting of Editor 
Franklin MacMillan, the advisor, 
Mr. Cassady) and Dean Sauble, sug- 
gested the name “Panther Sentinel.” 
After due consideration this title 
was voted on and accepted by the 
student commission, and it went 
‘into effect with the September 25, 
1942, edition of the paper. 

The new masthead design for the 
paper at this time included the 
words, “S.J.C. Panther Sentinel,” 
and a cut of the Panther in the 
background. The idea of the pan- 
ther was inspired by the Panther 
on the front lawn of. the college. 
This masthead design was kept un- 
til 1948, when the college name 
was’ changed from Salinas Junior 
College to Hartnell College. The 
letters S.J.C. were dropped from 
the masthead of the paper. This 
modified one was kept until the 
December issues of the paper, and 
then the present design was put 
on, 

At the same time as the change 
of name from “The Battery’ to 
“The Panther Sentinel,” the size 
of the sheets on which the paper 
was printed was reduced from 11 

y 16 inches to 84x11 and the four- 
column layout was adopted. The 
reason for this change in size was 
attributed to the feeling that war 
conditions didn’t warrant selling ad- 
vertising to print in the college pa- 
per. 

When Mr. Stuart Dufour took 
over the job of advisor to the pa- 
per in 1946, advertising was read- 
mitted, the paper was changed to 
its present size, and a five-column 
layout was introduced. Mr. Dufour 
had charge of the paper from 1946 
until the spring of 1951. Mr. Cas- 
sady is now in charge again. 

This special Homecoming edi- 
tion of The Panther Sentinel is 
only the second 10-page edition ever 
produced. It is put out especially 
for the alumni of Hartnell College, 
and the staff hopes that alums will 
enjoy the paper. 


Dinner MC Left 
Mark at Hartnell 


Alumnus Loren Ingols, master 
of ceremonies during the annual 
Homecoming dinner at the Comi- 
nos Hotel, led an exciting life dur- 
ing his reign as head yell leader 
at Hartnell College. Notable among 
his experiences was the event of 
his kidnaping by “Santa Rosa Raid- 
ers.” 

In a “scoop” which appeared in 
The Panther Sentinel of November 
5, 1948, the “desperate battle” and 
trying ordeals of his captivity were 
glowingly described by an unidenti- 
fied reporter. Ingols was forcefully 
taken from his Santa Cruz home as 
a substitute for A.S.B. President 
George White, who was not availa- 


lron Curtain’’ 


“The American Flag is the only 
one in a position to rescue the 
world,” stated Lithuanian John 
Rees in a special assembly last 
Thursday, as he spoke on the sub- 
ject, “Day by Day Behind the Iron 
Curtain.” 

Mr. Reese, a refugee of World 
War II, held an almost capacity 
crowd of students in the Little The- 
ter spellbound for the 30 minutes 
during which he held the floor. He 
spoke glowingly of the “American 
Way of Life,” and despicably of 
the horrors of communist rule, such 
as “mass deportation” and “intol- 
erable living and working condi- 
tions.” 

In a talk designed to stir up the 
sympathies and patriotic interests 
of the students, he explained his 
terming of mass deportation as_a 
“form of slow execution” by relat- 
ing his own observations ‘and near 
experieence previous to the Ger- 
man invasion of the summer of 
1941. His story included chapters 
of experiences which cannot be com- 
pletely envisioned by Americans. 

“In the early morning there 
comes a knock at the door, you are 
told to prepare for a long journey 
—you don’t think—you take use- 
less items—” he recounted in tell- 
ing of deportation methods. “Fam- 
ilies are split, children are taught 
to hate their parents and the 
United States. Because of this, it 
is harder for the people to work; 
and, since food is the reward for 
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Horrors 


the amount of work done, less food 
is given the people, which results 
in less work, and develops into a 
cycle of starvation.” 

When Mr. Rees’. own personal 
deportation was interrupted by the 
Germans entering his village, he 
welcomed the Nazi soldiers as lib- 
erators; howéver, as the first sol- 
dier he spoke to warned him, he 
soon changed his mind. Rees bt- 
camé an underground leader, and 
worked for the German army as an 
interpreter. 

During the first three months of 
the war, more than 6,000,000 sol- 
diers surrendered in order to fight 
for the Germans. While these sol- 
diers were trying to help rid their 
home country of communist gov- 
ernment, 30,000 Russian prisoners 
of war were starving to death. 

When the Russian army ap- 
proached his position in July of 
1944, Rees escaped to England. 
After the war, he worked in intel- 
ligence departments, where he cok 
lected many of the facts which he 
now uses in his lectures in this 
country. 

He left the students with the 
thought that the youth of America 
“have a duty to mankind,” as well 
as the privileges they inherit. He 
advises, “the people of Russia are 
allies. The enemies of America are 
the communist party, and the polit- 
buro.” The flag represents “the 
American way of life—and the 
only hope of many.”

Since Roscoe Gordon came to town, phrases of “foreign” origination 
known as Bop have come into being around the campus. Many have 
been asking what this Bop is, and how it started.

World War II not only brought 
a change in the lives of the stu- 
dents but also in the position of 
Instructor Lemos. Because Lemos’s 
successor was called to active serv- 
ice, he was named acting president 


in 1943. The president did not 
choose to assume his duties at the 
close of the conflict, so Instructor 
Lemos once again became President 
Lemos, and he still is. 

President Lemos has four chil- 
dren, two girls and two boys. The 
young ladies are in the ninth and 
fourth grades, respectively, while the 
older boy is in the second grade. 
The youngster of the family is only 
three and a half years old. 5 

Asked whether or not the young 
Lemoses would attend the school 
which their father rules, Lemos 
said, “If they’re smart, they will 
stay away from the old man when 
they do go to college.”
